RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil — Earth

Lawmakers show courage

The House of Reprcseniatives on 
Thursday refused lo soil the U.S. 
Constitution with crass election-year 
politicking. 

The Mouse fell 9 votes shon of the two- 
thirds majority needed to send to the 
Senate a balanced-budget amendment 
sponsored by Rep. Charles Stcnholm. D- 
-^rexasT ^ 

House Speaker Tom Foley— who by 
tradition does not vote, and rarely makes 
speeches - asked his colleagues to focus 
their energy on budget reduction, “but let 
us do it by sparing the Constitution.” 
-_5tenholm‘s measure would have 
required a balanced’ budget by 1998. 
Thursday’s defeat caps a dozen years of 
emotionally charged debate over federal 
indebtedness that lops S4 trillion. 

Confronted with an actual vote, a test 
of their beliefs, the House refused to 
—advance a coiiccpl-lhat-is-rraudu(ent.on-ils-. 
face. No conslitulional amendment is 


required for a president to submit a 
balanced budget or. for Congress to cut 
spending and raise taxes to reduce red 
ink. ■ 

President Bush championed . the 
amendment. Both rivals for his job, Bill 
Clinton and Ross Perot, opposed it. 

The idea of forcing politicians' to make 
'deeTJTons they^bririncctcd to do is a" 
nonsensical notion that con.sumcd more 
energy than it was worth. Perhaps the 
amendment rhetoric will subside for at 
least the remainder of the 1 992 campaign. 

Rep. Rod Chandler, R-Wash., would 
say that is wishful thinking. Before the 
vote he told his colleagues, “If you think 
the American people arc mad now, just 
defeat this one my of hope we have now 
for finally reducing the federal deficit and 
you will sec a real revolt.” .

NEW YORK (AP) - People who 
suffered chronic nightmares for an 
average of 21 years showed marked 
improvement after a single visit to a 
psychiatrist, a study says. 

Patients were tau^t techniques 
that involved confronting their 
nightmares while awake. Two forms 
_.of_such-at-home- therapy-worked— 
equally well. 

Thcdveragefrequchcybrnighi- 
mares, dropped from . more. than, two . 
or three times a week before treat- 
ment to less than once a week, even 
seven months after the visit. 

In four of the 23 patients, the 
nightmares disappeared. 

In addition, the overall group
